Bruce Weinstein explores dozens of possi- 
bilities in "TJie Ultimate Brownie Book" (William 
3rrow, 2003), covering everything from equip- 
ent to ingredients in his latest volume.

Our property tax is being paid under severe 
protest because in my opinion our property has 
been illegally assessed and the tax applied contrary 
to law. 

Lake County has consistently ignored Illinois 
State mandate for quadrennial reassessment and 
totally violates the 5 percent increase tax cap. 

A letter to me explaining die excessive 22.8 per- 
cent increase applied to our 2002 tax was because w 
enjoyed a four-year relief tlue to property improve- 
ment.

Our son is a teenager and we believi 
may be using drugs. We are not sure 
and only have a few little clues about it 
We wondered If you might have some 
clues as to what things might look like 
if he were really taking drugs. We are 
already planning to get him in for trea 
ment, but want to make sure we aren't 
jumping the gun. Thank you. M.M.

This is a life and death issue that needs 
to be looked at carefully, immediately. If you 

; drugs, if you even 
have to act immedi- 
ately to help your child. This is a problem 
that won't go away by itself and will keep get- 
ting worse. I will go over iii some detail how 
to help your child, but the first thing I need 
to tell you is that the first sign of drug Use, 
you need to get your child in to' a counselor 
or therapist who has a specialty in both - 
behavior problems and addictions. 

How do you know if your child is using 
drugs? Sometimes, it is very obvious and 
sometimes, you see some signs, but you're 
not quite sure. Most parents are afraid of 
overreacting and alienating their teenager. 
This is one problem that you don't want to 
walk on eggshells about. Here are some 
signs to look for, but keep in mind that these 
are not the only symptoms you may see. 
Different drugs produce different effects. 
Some signs to look for may include: greatly 
increased or decreased sleep, gready 
increased attitude problems(the child is 
always angry or agitated), greatly increased 
constant energy level, greatly decreased 
energy level, hanging out with the "wrong 
crowd", pupils of eyes dilated or pinpoints, 
increased aggression, lack of care about any- 
thing. At times, you may find drug parapher-

out the help of professionals. It has been 
shown in many teenagers that starting out 
small does not mean that the use will stay 
small. Most likely, the need for a high will . 
grow, and the child will need bigger and bet- 
ter drugs to get the same high. You should 
also know that the drugs of today are not the 
drugs ofthe60's and 70's. Today's drugs 
tend to be much stronger and far more pure. 

You may need to take your child to a 
detox hospital to get him or her clean before 
any actual counseling can take place. If the 
child is too into drugs, outpatient counseling 
will probably not have much of an effect 

Id is clean from the drugs. It will 

ly to have your child in a detox, but 
isn't It worth your child's life? Sometimes, 
depending on your insurance, they may pick 
up part of it or have recommendations for 
you in what other areas to go to for help. 

Please understand that this does not only 
happen in families of a certain income, race, 
or area. This is far spread throughout our 
society and it can happen in any household. 
Don't feel safe from it just because you hap- 
pen to live, in a certain area or be a certain 
kind of person. Make sure the communica- ! 
tion between you and your child stays open 
from the beginning. Have appropriate limits 




and consequences and use them. Talk to 
your child, not at your child, about things 
from the beginning. Educate your child early 
about good drugs and bad drugs. When 
they're young, make sure they are scared of 
taking any drug that hasn't been prescribed 
for them by a Doctor or isn't being used cor- 
rectly. . 

Usually, when there is drug use, there are - 
other more serious emotional issues going 
on within the child and family. Minimize the 
chance of this happening by keeping the 

communication open early. Watch 
om the beginning. Remember, die earlier 
you start to talk to and help your child, the 
more chance he or she will be successful. If 
the child needs help, get it early. 

Also important are your own habits. Do 
you rely on any substances in front of your 
child. I don't have any hard numbers on this, 
but I have noticed subjectively that kids who 
end up using seem to have parents who are 
avid smokers, drinkers, even drug users. Kids

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hen I was producing radio pro- 
grams in New York for Dr. 
Dane Shepherd, my mentor, 
my confidant, and also my per- 
sonal osteopathic physician, we recorded 1 1 
shows about alcohol dependency. Often 

referred to as substance abuse, chemical 
dependency, alcohol addiction-whatever the 
label-the issue has been out there since the 
dawn of civilization. It knows no demographic 
boundaries. Nearly 100,000 Americans die 
each year as a result of alcohol abuse. It's a 
major factor in more than half of reported 
homicides, suicides and traffic accidents. 
Playing a major role in domestic and social 
problems, the station received a record num- 
ber of phone calls. These were mostly from 
people, desperate and suffering because of a 
family member or some other close relative or 
friend who is addicted to alcohol. 

No doubt, many of you are experiencing 
the same set of circumstances- the intense 
pain, the uncertainty, the manipulation, the 
loneliness and despair resulting from a loved 
one with this disorder. I use the word "disor- 
der" instead of "disease," for I am not entirely 
in agreement that this is a disease, though it is 
' most often referred to as being that Why? It's 
because medicine does not really treat it as 
such. 

As I mentioned last week, diseases have 
treatments and there are often cures. Tell me, 
how can alcoholism be compared to such 
maladies as diabetes, heart disease, leukemia, 
and multiple sclerosis when society holds the 
alcoholic responsible for their affliction? And, 
if alcoholism is a disease/ it is the only "dis- 
ease" for which communion with a "Higher 
Power , is necessary-an essential component 
in the recovery program of Alcoholics 
Anonymous (AA). 

The science of modern medicine is built 
upon prescription drugs and other chemical 
and physical manipulative techniques that 
have researched, proven scientific merit. I 
think that most physicians would frown upon 
the conccpitlia^srJiritual hcalingshquld be 

the primary component in thejreatnient of 

chronic diseases. 

And, how can alcoholism be classified as a 
disease when its symptoms such as the need 
to have a drink are apparent only at certain 
times and in certain environments, and then 
be seemingly non-existent at other times and 
other places? How can these characteristics 
be compared to other medical diseases that 
remain with the person regardless of the time 
of day or environmental circumstances? 

If alcoholism can truly be regarded as a 
disease, why is it then that society is so quick 
to immediately label those affected with the 
scarlet "A-Alcoholic"? We wouldn't immedi» 
ately label someone who has high blood pres- 
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is, nobody really knows why this happens for 
. some, and not for others. 

I described my dear friend of 18 years 
who's had a love affair with the beer can long 

before I ever came to know him. All day long, 
at home, at the office, every day, he'd start 
popping tops at 4 o'clock in the morning. I 
could never be able to do this without becom- 
ing deathly ill! I admit I do love a cold 
brewsky on a hot, summer evening or a glass 
of red wine with dinner. However, I am genet- 
ically programmed to stop. While an "alco- 
holic" can keep drinking, I get sick after I've 
had a few. 

Genetics-for sure-we've touched oh what 
is definitely a major cause. A given person's 
risk of becoming an alcoholic is four to five 
times greater if a parent is alcoholic. 
According to Dr. Shepherd, "Alcoholism is 
passed on generation to generation. 
Researchers are now narrowing down the 
gene that causes it" 

I agree with Dr. Shepherd 100 percent on 
the genetic component I do not however, 
entirely buy his concept that the spiritual per- 
spective is the only way to recovery. Sure, its 
given AA and their 12-step program that calls 
for the realization and submission to a Higher 
Power center stage. Then, of course, there's 
Al-Anon that has certainly helped the families 
understand and survive their loved one's 
addiction; however, the succiess rate for recov- 
ery in the AA program is only 12 
max. . 

What I'm getting at is this: If 
truly a disease, it needs to be trei

As fate would have It the interviewer knew Jcny'Schmldt (not his real 
name) well. They had worked together at XYZ corp. (not Its real name) { 
before, he accepted this position. He was interviewing my friend for a 
senior management position. The)' also golfed in the same foursome 
every Saturday for the last six years. 

My friend was calling to see how he could salvage the situation. I was 
not able to give him the response that he was seeking. Nothing, short of 
an act of God could have helped at that point. Choosing answers in an 
Interview Is a critical decision process. Unfortunately, a few UI chosen 
words have eliminated someof the most qualified candidates. Those who 
, want to do well in Interviews nectl to be able to mink" quickly. However, 
■ the good news Is mat there arc several techniques that can he used to be 
| gracious In Interviews: 

• Firstly, candidates need to prepare for the most difficult questions 
Imaginable before starting the interview process. Identify the various 
forms.and contexts that could be used to pose the question. Wan various 
answers for each question based on those variations.' .Going thorough 
this exercise will give confidence to those answers during interview?. 

• Role-play Interviews with friends playing the part of the Interviewer. 
Have them ask difficult questions. Then give them the best reply possi- 
ble. In my experience, these can become times of bonding as well as 
times of personal growth. Since the situation Is not as threatening as a 
real Interview, there Is less pressure and the creative process that needs 

. occur In an Interview Is rooied. Candidates Icartl to Ihink.qulckly In these 
role-play situations. < 

• Be gracious in every situation. Companies are composed of people: 
►. managers, and employees, in every situation, people take what the)' 

believe to be die right action. We may disagree with a given decision 
(although 1' would not verbalize dial disagreement In an Interview.) 

However, .we need to acknowledge dial those Involved made die best 
decisions possible at die time. 

• Every candidate will address questions In a real Interview for which < 
he or she Is not prepared. In those cases start by taking a deep breath' to 
help with relaxation. Then think of similar questions that had been pre- 
pared or those used In the role-play situations. Then remember two sim- 
ple rules: Never talk negatively about a former employer -or a former 
manager. It Is belter to avoid the question than to give a bad answer 
(however, do not avoid more than one or two questions In any Inter- 
view.) 

The preparation and the knowledge of how to handle those difficult 

questions could be Important to getting a job offer. Prepare, practice and
